The Lesson Explained 
The Important Question (vv. 27-30) 

Who is Jesus Christ? Through all 

the months the disciples had compan- 
ied with Jesus, he had been trying to 
help them know him in reality: awho 
he was, what his life mission w as, 
what his relationship ‘to God was, 
and 
what his relation to all people was. 
Now Jesus tested the disciples as.a 
part of their training. Tactfully ask- 
ing, first as to -the opinions of others 
about. him, Jesus then probed the di- 
‘sciples as to their own concept and 
Peter answered © right; 
speaking for the group, “Thou art 
the Christ.’’ This means, ‘You are 
the Messiah of Israel. We believe you, 
are the Saviour foretold by the pro- 
phets long ago.’’ But how poorly the 
disciples understoéd the meaning of 
their confession! Because the disci- 
plés understood so poorly the mean- 
ing of their confession and because 
the time was premature for the open 
announcement of Jesus’ messiahship, 
he charged them not to declare, for 
‘the time being, his identity to others.
